W ASHINGTON—(JP— Missouri 
farmers are keeping almost up to 
date on their Land Bank and Pro­ 
duction Credit Association operat­ 
ing loans, thanks to bumper crops 
and current farm prices, says the 
Farm Credit Administration. 
Delinquencies 
on 
Land 
Bank 
loans in the state as of Jun e 30, 
this year, amounted to only 2.8 
per cent of those outstanding, FCA 
said. 
It added that this figure prob­ 
ably was reduced even further 
when 
farm ers 
harvested 
their 
crops this summer. The delinquen­ 
cies also included some for w'hieh 
arrangem ents for extensions like­ 
ly were m ade after reports were 
sent to Washington. 
Land Bank loans outstanding in 
Missouri on Sept. 30, this year to­ 
taled 8,688 and amounted to $23,- 
296,215. These loans ar«“ made for 
periods up to 30 years on farm 
real estate. 
During the first nine m onths of 
the- year, 1,190 Land Bank loans 
totaling $4,539.578 were made in 
the state. This compares with 946 
loans 
for $3,434,243 during 
the 
similar period last year. 
FCA said few Missouri fa rm ­ 
ers were delinquent in paym ents 
on Production Credit Association 
operating loans. These loans are 
made for one year or less for farm 
machinery, teed, seed, fertilizer, 
gasoline, oil, farm labor and other 
things needed for farm production. 
During the first six months oi 
this year, 5,736 production loans 
were m ade in Missouri, totaling 
$8,825,450. This compares w ith the 
same num ber of loans for $16.954,- 
249 during the similar period in 
1949. 
FCA said its latest reports show ­ 
ed that on Ju n e 30, 1949, there 
were 282 farm ers m arketing and 
purchasing cooperatives in Mis­ 
souri with 321.000 members and 
doing .m annual business estimated

Missouri Division of Employment Security 


Benefits to Jobless Held 
In Check by Regulations 


W h en I W as A Boy 
Visiting Lecturers Were 
Source of Merriment 


E ditor’s N ote: This is one of a scries o f articles concern­ 
ing activities of the M issouri D ivision of E m ploym ent 
Security. T he information is being published by this news­ 
paper as a public service in cooperation w ith the M issouri 
Press Association. 


T here Is a fallacious impression on ] 
the p a rt of some Missourians th a t 
u n e m p l o y m e n t compensation is 
‘‘rocking ch a ir” money, easy to get i 
ju st for the asking. T h at is wrong : 
as is illustrated in the accompany­ 
ing paragraphs. 
W orkers to be eligible for unem ­ 
ploym ent benefits m ust comply w ith 
regulations. 
A ttem pts by workers to defraud 
t h e 
unem ploj'm ont compensation 
fund are costly, not only as to lib­ 
erty, but also from the dollar and 
cents standpoint. 
In general term s, a worker be­ 
comes disqualified or ineligible for 
weekly benefits: 
1.—If the claimant becomes u n ­ 
employed because of a labor dispute 
in which he is Interested and which i 
causes a substantial reduction of 
work a t his- employer’s place of bus­ 
iness. 
2.—If the claim ant becomes u n ­ 
employed because he leaves his job 
voluntarily and without good cause 
attributable to his employment. 
3.—If the claimant is discharged 
for personal misconduct in connec- j 
tion w ith his employment. 
4.—If 
the claimant has failed 
w ithout good cause to apply for 
available suitable work offered by 
the 
Missouri 
State 
Employment 
Service, or by his former employer, I 
or if he fails to return to his cus­ 
tom ary self-employment if so d i­ 
rected by the Division. 


N o Pay in Strikes 
In case of labor disputes th e 
claim ant 
remains 
disqualified 
as 
long as his employer's business is | 
reduced substantially as a result of 
the labor dispute. In the other in­ 
stances meutioned. he jemains in­ 
eligible until he subsequently has 
earned, in occupations not specifi­ 
cally exempt from coverage under 
the law, wages equal to 10 times his 
weekly benefit amount. 
Any person who signs and certi­ 
fies a claim for benefits and fails to 
disclose any periment facts, or fal­ 
sifies as to any fact, forfeits all of his 
benefit right». Likewise, all of his 
wage credits accrued prior to the 
date of the disqualification may be 
cancelled, and any benefits payable 
at the time may be forfeited. 
Any person found guilty of m ak­ 
ing a fraudulent claim for unem­ 
ploym ent benefits also is subject to 
a fine of up to $200 and a jail sen­ 
tence of up to 60 days, or both. Each 
tim e 
a claimant wrongfully and 
fraudulently signs a claim it ii a 
separate offense. 
Through the years many cases 
have been heard to determine the 
unem ployed worker's right to ben­ 
efits. 
Benefit Claim s Are Denied 
T est cases where the claimant was 
found ineligible for benefits, con­ 
cerned instances where workers: 
1 . Were not available for work 
although 
they sought unemploy­ 
ment insurance. 
2.—Did not make a reasonable ef­ 
fort to find work. 
3 —Q uit work because of preg­ 
nancy. 
4.—-Quit work for personal reasons 
5.—Were 
discharged 
for 
wilful 
misconduct on the job. 
W hen a worker quits a job vol­ 
untarily without good cause directly 
related to his employment, he or she 
loses the right to unemployment in- 


surance. Following are some exam­ 
ples, taken from decisions, which 
illustrate what is considered “a vol­ 
untary quit on the part of the em­ 
ployee without sufficient cause con­ 
nected with employment," and which 
disqualified the worker for benefits: 
1._A worker who quit rather than 
work with Negroes. 
2 .—a worker who quit because he 
couldn't find what he termed “suit­ 
able” living quarters. 
3 .—a worker who quit because she 
said transportation to and from 
work was inadequate. 
4 —a worker who quit because she 
was not transferred to daytime du­ 
ties which she desired because she 
was needed at home during the af­ 
ternoon to care for her child. 
5._A grinder who left his job to 
care for his ailing mother. 
6.—a girl who quit to marry and 
live with her husband in another 
city. 
7.—A sales clerk who quit as a re­ 
sult of an argument with a fellow 
worker. 
Some "Quits" Justifiable 
But there have been cases where 
the worker was found to have been 
justified in voluntarily quitting his 
job. Examples of the claims af­ 
firmed: 
1.—A shipping clerk who quit work 
because a company's transfer of 
operations entailed too much travel 
tune to and from the job. 
2.—A buffer who quit because the 
work was too heavy. It was found he 
had neither the experience nor the 
physique required for hard labor. 
3 .—An employee who quit because 
working conditions were intolerable. 
4.—a 
sewing machine 
operator 
who quit when she was transferred 
to a 
hand-sewing operation which 
she was physically unable to per­ 
form. 
The division has made lnterpreta- 
t ions in cases where workers were 
fired “for wilful misconduct in the 
course of employment.” Following 
are some cases where it was held 
the discharge did not make the 
claimant ineligible for benefits: 
1.—A truck driver who lost his 
driver’s license as a result of driving 
while intoxicated. 
Misconduct did 
not occur while he was at work for 
his employer. 
2.—A gold leaf cutter was dis­ 
charged after an argument with her 
foreman. Her conduct was held to 
be improper, but not wilful. 
3 .—a truck driver had two acci­ 
dents. Neither was considered inten- 
! tional on the part of the driver. 
4 .—An employee was discharged 
because his work did not measure 
up to the employer's standards. It 
was held there was no active mls- 
; conduct on the worker’s part. 
Here are some cases where the 
division held the worker to be in­ 
eligible because of “wilful miscon­ 
duct in the course of employment.” 
: 
j .—a porter, suspected of re port- 
I ine late or not at all because of im­ 
bibing alcoholic beverages. He didn't 
I show up for work for two days at a 
time. 
j 
2 .—A vacuum cleaner salesman 
who “appropriated” his employer’s 
funds. 
I 
3 — a messenger who disobeyed an 
order to deliver a package. 
4 _ A worker who, through his 
own negligence, permitted destruc­ 
tion of $400 worth of merchandise.

Big Question 
The big question facing B rannan 
is whether farmers, of their own 
accord, will increase production 
of meat animals enough to meet 
the prospective greater dem and 
for meat w ithout a governm ent 
promise to protect them against a 
sudden sharp price decline. 
If not, the result could be bid­ 
ding up of m eat prices under the 
influence of consumer competition 
for inadequate supplies— and pos­ 
sibly return of price controls and 
some form of rationing. 
Brannan finds himself in some­ 
what the sam e position a prede­ 
cessor, form er Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Claude Wickard, was toss­ 
ed by the outbreak of World War 
II in Europe. It became quite ap­ 
parent to W ickard that the dem and 
for meat would increase. 
Hog Price Supports 
Seeking to encourage farm ers to 
step up production to meet that ex ­ 
panded demand, Wickard set up 
price supports for hogs. This was 
an unprecedented move, but it ac­ 
complished the purpose. Farm ers 
set hog production records. This 
country was able to send vast sup­ 
p l i e s abroad and feed Americans 
better than ever before. 
Brannan has said that a continu­ 
ing abundance of food for civilians 
is a “pow erful weapon against in­ 
flation—and our best means of 
staving off as long as possible the 
necessity for price controls and 
rationing.”

Caleb Bingham, the famous Mis­ 
souri artist ol the last century, ran 
the office of state adjutant genera] 
three-quarters of century ago with 
a steady hand. 


That has been revealed! in a 
study of voluminous records in 
office here. When Brig. Gen. John 
A. Harris was named adjutant gen­ 
eral in 1945 he discovered in the 
basement of the state office build­ 
ing dozens ol boxes and crates of 
records of the office dating back 
more than a hundred years. 


He decided to ascertain their 
historical value so he employed 
Gilbert Knipmeyer, an archivist 
in the secretary of state’s office, 
to classify and index the thou­ 
sands of official 
state 
papers* 
Knipmeyer is still engaged in that 
task, but has discovered a pile 
of correspondence and letters dur- 
ing the time that Bingham was ad­ 
jutant general, January 14, 1875, to 
January 23, 
1877. They 
reveal 
something of 
the 
man’s 
strong 
character and the way he ran the 
adjutant general’s office. 
Bingham was an individual with 
a many-faceted personality who 
was one of Missouri’s great men, 
and in the opinion of many his­ 
torians has not yet been accorded 
the proper recognition. 
Soldier and Statesman 
He was born in Pennsylvania 
in 1818 and came to Missouri with 
his parents, 
settling 
near New 
Franklin which was rear Boon- 
villc. By 1845 he had become a 
portrait and genre painter of in­ 
ternational reputation. He served 


two terms in the Missouri house 
of representatives from 
1848 to 
1852 and made then what is re­ 
garded today as the first public 
i speech against secession. In fact, 
in later years Bingham was to be 
I one of a handful of men who kept 
Missouri in the Union. 
When the war broke out he en­ 
listed m the Union army, served 
a 
few 
months, then 
became a 
captain in the Missouri militia and 
after a short time resigned to be­ 
come state 
treasurer 
under the 
provisional 
governor, 
Hamilton 
Gamble. 
W hile he did forty to fifty paint­ 
ings that brought him national re­ 
known he was to be known parti­ 
cularly lor the painting “ General 
Order No. 11.” After the Quantrill 
raid on Lawrence, Kas., in 18(13, 
General Thomas C. Ewing of the 
Union army in charge of Western 
Missouri and Kansas, issued his 
famous Order No. 11 which de­ 
populated a tier of Missouri coun­ 
ties extending into Vernon County. 


Bingham believed tin* order un­ 
fair and went to Kansas City to 
ask Ewing to recind it. A violent 
argument ensued and was climax­ 
ed with Bingham’s threat, “ If you 
persist in this order I shall make 
you infamous with my pen and 
brush insofar as I am able.” 


Ew ing 
persisted and 
approxi­ 
mately 20,00U people evacuated the 
area. After the war Bingham did 
two identical paintings which, with 
I his many writings, were 
widely 
| circulated and credited by most 
j Bingham students as having sty- 
j mied Ewing’s promising post-war 
* political career. 


Bingham was in the public eye 
after the war and at times nursed 
a desire to run for governor. He 
never did, however. In 1875 Gov­ 
ernor Hardin named him adjutant 
general. 
Served State Well 


In the two years Bingham serv­ 
ed he accomplished a number of 
things. He stopped a fraud that 
many people were prepetrating on 
the state by attempting to claim 
payment for war service which 
they never performed. Ht* went to 
Congress and managed to get sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars for 
Missouri in war claims that had 
been hitherto neglected. lit* located 
the bin ial places of about 3,000 
Missouri soldiers in other states 
and returned their bodies to Mis­ 
souri. He put down two Ku Klux 
Klan uprisings in Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 


A man of indefatigate energy and 
immeasurable courage, he was al­ 
ways busy, ever outspoken against 
what he believed to be injustice 
of any kind and nevei ran from a 
fight. 
On the K K. K matter, Hardin 
wrote Bingham, "You can by your 
presence, advice and counsel over­ 
come and suppress any probable 
riot.” 
Bingham’s two K. K. K. sup­ 
pressions occurred in Ripley and 
Stone counties. At Doniphan he 
ordered the arrest of nine men in 
a band of thirty and broke up the 
activities. When a similar threat 
started in Stone County, he ap­ 
peared there and informed auth­ 
orities that klan activités had bet­ 
ter cease. The threat paid off.

Amateur gardeners may practice 
their hobby all winter, gaining both 
pleasure and valuable experience, 
by forcing flowers into bloom for a 
window garden. 
A great variety of flowers may 
be forced into bloom indoors with 
little trouble. Arranged on shelves 
near a sunny window, they will keep 
fresh throughout the winter the 
memory of summer days. 
Experience in growing flow’ers 
indoors is of value in outdoor oper­ 
ations, too.

quire soil. 
Most bulbs can be grow’n in soil, 
a smaller number in fibre, and still 
fewer in W’ater with pebbles, or 
moss. To begin with the latter, 
they include the tender narcissi 
knowrn as Paper Whites (white), So- 
liel d'Or, 
(yellow), and Chinese 
sacred lilies; the larger size hya­ 
cinths, and lilies of the valley. 
In bulb fibre, which is a mixture 
of peat and plant food, it is possible 
to grow in bowls without drainage 
all the above, together with daffo­ 
dils. early tulips, crocuses, freesias 
calla lilies, grape hyacinths and 
scillas. 
In pots w’ith soil all the above can 
be grown, together with all gar­ 
den tulips and narcissi, amaryllis 
and hyacinths. 
From this list one may select a 
pleasing assortment of colors and 
shapes, to decorate the w’inter gar­ 
den. By starting bulbs in succession, 
a bowl or pot may be replaced 
as soon as its flowers fade and a

Still more businessmen are be­ 
ing called to W ashington this week 
to hear what is in store for them — 
how much m aterials they will be 
allowed to use, how much of their 
production may be retained for 
civilian goods.

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George Caleb Bingham Had a Deft Hand 
For State Office As Well As In Art 


Old Missouri Records N ow Being Catalogued Show Famous Artist, W h ile Serving 
as A djutant Ceneral, Stopped Frauds, Obtained Neglected Federal Grants and 
Located Graves of 3,000 Soldiers— M an y of His Letters in State Archives 
Reveal Other Services

JK F F E R S O N C IT Y — George 


Caleb Bingham, the famous M is­ 
souri artist of the last century, ran 
the office of state adjutant general 
three-quarters of century ago with 
a steady hand. 


That has been revealed 
in a 
study of voluminous records 
in 
office here. W hen Brig. Gen. John 
A. H arris was named adjutant gen­ 
eral in 1945 he discovered in the 
basement of the state office build­ 
ing dozens ol boxes and crates of 
records of the office dating back 
more than a hundred years. 


He decided to ascertain their 
historical value so he employed 
Gilbert Knipineyer, an archivist 
in the secretary of state’s office, 
to classify and index the thou­ 
sands of official 
state 
papers. 
Knipineyer is still engaged in that 
task, but has discovered a pile 
of correspondence and letters d ur­ 
ing the time that Bingham was ad­ 
jutant general, Jan u ary 14, 1875, to 
Jan u ary 23, 
1877. They 
reveal 
something of 
the 
man’s 
strong 
character and the way he ran the 
adjutant general’s office. 
Bingham was an individual with 
a many-faceted personality who 
was one ot Missouri’s great men, 
and in tin* opinion of many his­ 
torians has not yet been accorded 
the proper recognition. 
Soldier and Statesman 
He was born 
in Pennsylvania 
in 1818 and came to Missouri with 
his parents, 
settling 
near New 
Franklin which was re ar Boon- 
villc. B y 1845 he had become a 
portrait and genre painter of in­ 
ternational reputation. He served 


two terms in the Missouri house 
of representatives Irom 
1848 to 
1852 and made then what is re­ 
garded today as the first public 
speech against secession. In fact, 
in later years Bingham was to be 
one of a handful of men who kept 
Missouri in the Union. 


W hen the w ar broke out he en­ 
listed in the Union army, served 
a 
few 
months, 
then 
became 
a 
captain in the Missouri m ilitia and 
after a short time resigned to be­ 
come state 
treasurer 
under the 
provisional 
governor, 
Hamilton 
Gamble. 


W hile he did forty to fifty paint­ 


ings that brought him national re­ 
known he was to be known parti­ 
cularly tor the painting “ General 
Order No. 11.“ A fter the Quantrill 
raid on Lawrence, Kas., in 1883, 
General Thomas C. Ew ing of the 
Union arm y in charge of Western 
Missouri and Kansas, issued his 
famous Order No. 11 which de­ 
populated a tier of Missouri coun­ 
ties extending into Vernon County. 


Bingham believed the order un­ 
fair and went to Kansas C ity to 
ask Ew ing to reclnd it. A violent 
argument ensued and was clim ax­ 
ed with Bingham ’s threat, “ If you 
persist in this order I shall make 
you infamous w ith my pen and 
brush insofar as I am able.” 


Ew ing 
persisted and 
approxi­ 
mately 20,000 people evacuated the 
area. A fter the war Bingham did 
two identical paintings which, with 
his many writings, were 
widely 
circulated and credited by most 
Bingham students as having sty­ 
mied Ew in g ’s promising post-war 
political career. 


! 
Bingham was in the public eye 
I after the w ar and at times nursed 
i a desire to run for governor. He 
never did, however. In 1875 G o v­ 
ernor H ardin named him adjutant 
! general. 
Served State Well 


In the two years Bingham serv- 
j ed he accomplished a number of 
things. He stopped a fraud that 
many people were prepetrating on 
! the state by attempting to claim 
payment for war service which 
they never performed. He went to 
Congress and managed to get sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars for 
Missouri in war claims that had 
be< n hitherto neglected. He located 
the burial places of about 3,000 
Missouri soldiers in other states 
and returned their bodies to M is­ 
souri. He put down two Ku K lux 
Klan uprisings in Southeast M is­ 
souri.

Amateur gardeners may practice 
their hobby all winter, gaining both 
pleasure and valuable experience, 
by forcing flowers into bloom for a 
window garden. 
A great variety of flowers may 
be forced into bloom indoors with 
little trouble. Arranged on shelves 
near a sunny window, they will keep 
fresh throughout the winter the 
memory of summer days. 
Experience in growing flowers 
indoors is of value in outdoor oper­ 
ations, too. 
The gardener sees at 
close hand the progress of the 
plants, and learns how gratefully 
they respond to intelligent care. 
The easiest plants to grow in­ 
doors are the fall bulbs, both the 
hardy kinds, which are grown in 
gardens. 
and 
tender 
varieties 
which will not stand our winters, 
but grow vigorously indoors. 
Some of them need potting in soil, 
others can be grown in bowls with 
fibre, moss, or even pebbles and 
water. Select them according to 
the experience you have had, and 
the attention you are willing to give 
them. It is easiest to grow those 
which flower in pebbles and water, 
but mor» interesting and a better 


test of your gardening skid, to 
bring into flower those which re­ 
quire soil. 
Most bulbs can be grown in soil, 
a smaller number in fibre, and still 
fewer in water with pebbles, or 
moss. To begin with the latter, 
they include the tender narcissi 
known as Paper Whites (white), So- 
liel d'Or, 
(yellow), and Chinese 
sacred lilies; the larger size hya­ 
cinths, and lilies of the valley. 
In bulb fibre, which is a mixture 
of peat and plant food, it is possible 
to grow in bowls without drainage 
all the above, together with daffo­ 
dils. early tulips, crocuses, freesias 
calla lilies, grape hyacinths and 
scillas. 
In pots with soil all the above can 
be grown, together with all gar­ 
den tulips and narcissi, amaryllis 
and hyacinths. 
From this list one may select a 
pleasing assortment of colors and 
shapes, to decorate the winter gar­ 
den. By starting bulbs in succession, 
a bowl or pot may be replaced 
as soon as its flowers fade and a
